Math professor dies

Though his students may remem- 
ber him as a tough but concerned edu- 
cator, Professor Peter Griffin also will. 
be recalled as one of thé world’s 
experts on blackjack. 

Griffin, 61, died unexpectedly _ 
Sunday. | 

He taught at CSUS since 1965, 
teaching statistics, calculus and differ- 
ential equations. 

“He. was an outstanding member 
of our: faculty and jan excellent 
teacher,” said Wallace Etterbeek, chair 
of the Mathematics department. 

His’ ‘long-time office’ partner, 
Professor Jack Christopher, said 
Griffin was an avid hiker, who once 
walked the width of the Grand 
Canyon, from the North rim to the

The centerpiece demonstration featured 
Associated Students Inc. President Gary Davis, State 
Hornet Copy Editor Susan Moll and KSSU disk 
jockey Paul Nozicka. All three were measured for 
body weight and given beer, homemade wine cool- 
ers, or vodka shots respectively. Then, CHP officer 
Brent Carter tested each for sobriety. 

“All were super examples of how little alcohol it 
takes to get messed up,” Hall said. 

The demonstration showed students three differ- 
ent reactions to how the human body processes alco- 
hol. 

Not seen by students were. the unintended after- 
effects. Moll, who drank an entire bottle of wine over 


the course of the two-hour experiment, became vio- 
lently ill and passed out about two hours after the. 
event ended. She was taken to.the student health cen- 
ter for treatment. Davis said he had a headache later 
in the afternoon after consuming four beers in less 
than three hours. 

“I think they definitely made their point about the 
negative effects of alcohol, and they made it pub- 
licly,” Davis said. 

Davis said recreational sports contacted him after 
the experiment to see how he was doing. All of the 
participants were required to leave the fair with a 
sober “buddy.” 

Hall said the effects of alcohol vary by body

‘Associated Students, Inc. is look- 
ing into what went wrong with its 
contract with the Athletics 
Department. 

A subcommittee will be assigned 
at 3 p.m. this afternoon to review the 
current athletics contract between ASI 
and the Athletics Department. 

“We have some very serious con- 
cerns with the athletics contract as it 

’. said ASI president Gary Davis. 
“By generating this list of discussion 
points we will be able to initiate a 
clear and consistent dialogue with the 
Athletics Department on this very 


_ important’ student issue.” 


In a previous meeting, a resolution 
urging ASI to enforce the contract 
was presented by Sean South, director 
of undeclared students. 

The resolution outlined the 
Athletics Department’s failure to pro- 
vide a detailed report to the Athletics 
Advisory Board, as well as the ASI 
board of directors, of gender equity 
and. graduation rates of student ath- 
letes. 

Presently, the Athletics 
Department has not been successful 
in achieving a 
student athlete 
graduation 
rate (40 per- 
cent) equal to 
that of the stu- 
dent  popula- 
tion (53 per- 
cent). 

- ‘Previously, 
Davis said} 
that ASI had Esse . 
failed °° to Gary Davis 
enforce the terms of the agreement 
that students voted to institute in 
1995. 

The subcommittee will come back 
to the board with the results of their 
discussion, but no date has been set 
yet. 

The subcommittee to review the 
Athletics Contract will be comprised 
of ASI board members. 

In other business, Davis will pres- 
ent Joe Gibson, former two-term ASI 
president, as the boards’ ex-officio 
representative of Alumni Affairs. 
“Gibson’s former experience in ASI, 
having served two successive terms 
as ASI president for the 1979/80 and 
1980/81 academic years, gives him a 
wealth of knowledge of our organiza- 
tion,” Davis said. 

Gibson is.also currently an active 
member of the Hornet Athletic 
Foundation.

A turquoise and orange painting 


depicts a full-grown adult woman. 


emerging from her mother’s womb, A 
smiling gold and bronze hermaphro- 
dite sculpture with male features on 
one side and female features on the 
other holds a plate atop its head. 
Encased in another sculpture, a large 
eye is surrounded by many smaller 
eyes gazing in different directions. 

Mexican artist Claudia Hecht 
arrived in a bright red suit and match- 
ing lipstick that reflected the brilliant 
spectrum of colors portrayed in her art- 
work. 

Her artwork is on display in the 
University Union Exhibit Lounge. 

Featuring many paintings and sev- 
eral sculptures, the exhibit showcases 
her works from the past two years, 
which Hecht said are “inspired by pre- 
Colombian ideas, but done in a con- 
temporary way. This technique is a 
contribution from Mexico to the world 
of art.” 

Raised in Guadalajara, where she 
still lives, Hecht has used her cultural- 
ly-rich environment to her advantage, 
creating a unique and personal style. 

Her work involves creating a sur- 
face with gold leaves, painting it, and 
then manually engraving details, creat- 
ing thousands of tiny holes by tapping 
a nail into the artwork. Hecht usually 
paints on wood or metal against a sheet 
of glass. One overly forceful tap with 
the hammer could shatter the glass 
backing and destroy the painting. 

The golden surface seen in her 


paintings is, in itself, part of a painstak- _ 
ing process in which Hecht must_ 
_ “cook a mixture for the gold leaf, pol- 
ish it with agate so it has shine, and 


apply many layers.” After painting 
and engraving the fragile golden sur- 
face, she applies a clear protectant over 
it. 

She scratched a fingernail across a 
painting to illustrate its scratch resist- 
ance. 

“The time it takes me to prepare my 
canvas is the time it would take some- 
one else to finish a painting,” Hecht 
said. 

In addition to her creations on 
wood, glass and metal, Hecht’s 
thought-provoking paintings some- 
times appear on a more traditional can- 
vas as well. 

Her influence is not limited to Latin 
American themes. The metal sculp- 
tures on display in the Exhibit Lounge 


One in three women will be sexual- 


evoke an African element. One of 
these, “La Hermafrodita,” (“The 
Hermaphrodite,” mentioned earlier) is 
two-sided, depicting a man with closed 
eyes on one side, and a woman with 
eyes open on the other. Hecht said this 
sculpture, like many of her paintings, 
has an erotic sub-theme. 

Though she comes from an artistic 
family, Hecht’s educational back- 
ground is not art-centered. She has a 
degree in business and marketing, and 
though she studied dance for several 
years, she did not begin sculpture until 
199]. 

“I started as a complement to what 
I was doing,” Hecht said. At that time, 
and for several years, she would create 
religious sculptures of archangels, 
working under the Italian artist Guilio 
D’Arolio. 

These sculptures, aside from their 
gold paint, hardly resemble her current 
work, 

In 1995, Hecht created her first 
completely original painting. 

“I was working for a gallery at the 
time. I wanted to create a birthday gift 
for a friend, and I was very low on 
money. So, I just started drawing.” 

Hecht ended up not going to the 
birthday party, but she took the paint- 
ing based on that drawing to her next 
exhibit, and it was the first piece that 
sold. 

“Before, it was just archangels. I 
wanted to do something that was 
Claudia Hecht,” she said. 

Today, Hecht’s new found freedom 
allows her to explore her own abstract 
ideas. For example, in the wood and 
bronze sculpture, “Sexto Sentido” 
(“Sixth Sense.”) 


_. “There are many eyes in the one _ 
_ eye. If you have the ability to see many | 


different aspects of things, it’s like a 
sixth sense,” she said. 

And in the painting “Volver a 
Nacer” (“Bom Again’), it appears as 
though someone is giving birth to a 
full-grown adult. 

“There are so many situations in 
life where you start something and 


then you are reborn and start over | 


again,” said Hecht. 

Some of the paintings on display, 
including “Esencia’ (“Essence’’), have 
hidden pictures that can be seen by 
looking at the painting from different 
angles. 

“I love to do things that are hidden 
and unless you look closely, you won’t 
see them,” said Hecht. 

At the exhibit’s opening, studen-

Most of the foundation money, 
however goes to the Cardiac Care for 
Women fund. 


ly assaulted in her lifetime, according 
to the latest FBI statistics. The 
American Medical Association reports 
that a sexual assault against a woman 
occurs every 45 seconds. Three 
forcible rapes were reported to 
University Police in 1997, according to 
the CSUS Right-To-Know Report. 

Statistics like these have prompted 
the screening of “A Reason to Believe” 
at CSUS. 

This film, which national film crit- 
ics have described as the first realistic 
depiction of college life and the sexual 
politics surrounding acquaintance rape, 
will be shown at the University Union 
Auditorium tomorrow at 11:45 a.m. 

Laurie Bisset-Grady, the director of 
health education at the Student Health 
Center and manager of the Rape 
Prevention Education Program, sees an 
urgent need for students to be aware of 
the seriousness of acquaintance rape. 

“Tt is a serious problem for the cam- 
pus community as we are a reflection 
of the society at large. Violent crime in 
our society is a major public health 
issue — and rape is the most underre- 
ported crime in the US,” she said. 

According to Bisset-Grady, the rate 
of sexual assault in the U.S. is the high-

lence that may affect members of the 
CSUS community,” she said. “It is a 
topic that often has many myths associ- 
ated with it and hopefully through edu- 
cational programs myths can be dis- 
pelled, information can be presented 
and people can become informed and 
hopefully empowered about this socie- 
tal problem.” 

The film focuses on a sorority girl, 
Charlotte (played by Allison Smith of 
Kate and Allie), who attends a party at 
her boyfriend’s fraternity house while 
he is out town. After a Saturday night 
of dancing and excessive drinking, she 
decides to sleep off her drunken stupor 
in her boyfriend’s room. Jim, one of her 
boyfriends fratermity brothers, ignores 
her pleas to stop his sexual advances 
and takes advantage of her. 

“UNIQUE brought this film to 
campus because we thought it was an 
important topic that doesn’t get much 
attention,’ said Dean Sorensen, 
UNIQUE programs director. “From 
the clips I’ve seen, it looks really good 
because it not only covers date rape, 
but also a wide range of subjects such 
as alcohol abuse, without being 
preachy” 

Sorensen said he hopes the film 
inspires students to share their feelings 
about issues facing college students. 

“Date rape happens more frequent- 
ly than most might think and it isn’t 
always taken seriously,’ said Sorensen. 


Film shows realities of rape

Bisset-Grady also said the film is 
important for promoting discourse 
among students. 








“The topic of rape or sexual assaults 
in general raises a lot of issues for peo- 
ple,” she said. “Sexual assault is a topic 
which is emotionally-laden. Since date 
rape is a very difficult subject to talk 
about, it needs to be promoted in a way 
that makes it not taboo.” 

John Hamrick of the University 
Police Department said he thought the 
film was a helpful tool in educating 
Students on this vastly-underreported 
crime. 

“The film is a great idea,” said 
Hamrick. “It needs to be reinforced to 
students that this is a crame where all 
cases eventually go to the Sacramento 
District Attorneys Office. People need 
to understand, no means no!” 

Hamrick said most campus 
acquaintance rapes he has investigated 
fit a typical scenario students should be 
aware of in order to protect themselves. 

“Most reported date rapes occur in 
the dorms and almost always involve 
alcohol or drug use,” he said. 

According to Bisset-Grady, only 
about 20 percent of sexual assaults 
against women are perpetrated by 
Strangers. Friends, acquaintances, inti- 
mates and family members commit the 
remaining 80 percent of rapes.

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Scholarships

Every other week, graduating senior David Phung 
used to trek across campus to Lassen Hall to check 
for newly-posted scholarships on the financial aide 
bulletin board. He scanned the criteria of each listed 
scholarship, and applied for all he was eligible for. 
This would add up to 10-15 applications sent out per 
semester, according to Phung. 

His efforts paid off. Phung received five scholar- 
ships in his first few years at CSUS, including the 
California Newspaper Advertising Executive 


' Association Scholarship, an Asian American Studies

scholarship, the KCRA Kelly Broadcasting: scholar- 
ship (two years in a row), and the CSUS Friends of 
Journalism Alumni Scholarship. He said the awards 
helped pay for much of his tuition. 

Phung, a Business and Graphic Design major, did 
not have to be a straight-A student, star athlete, or phi- 
lanthropist in order to win scholarships. 

The qualifications for awards vary. Some ask that 
the recipient be of a certain ethnic or economic back- 
ground. Others require a particular course of study, or 
involvement with sports or civic causes. Many insti- 
tutional scholarships have minimum GPA require- 
ments, often of no more than a 2.5. 

According to Phung, the most important quality 
for winning a scholarship is diligence. 

“Tt doesn’t come easy; I had to look for it,” he said.

There are three types of scholarships available to 
CSUS students. 

Institutional scholarships are university-sponsored 
through grants given to CSUS by organizations or 
individuals. They are posted on the financial aide 
board in Lassen Hall, and under student services on 
the CSUS Web site. The scholarships are awarded on 
a yearly basis by the university scholarship selection 
committee, the deadline to apply is in March. 
Applications can be obtained both at the financial 
aide office and on-line. 

Department scholarships are sponsored by the 
major departments through outside donations. The 
listings and applications can be found in each major 
department’s office, 

Community scholarships are offered by individu- 
als and organizations not related to the university. A 
directory of state and national scholarships is avail- 
able on the second floor reference desk of the library. 
Community scholarship information can also be 
found under the CSUS homepage, which offers a link 
to Fastweb, a free scholarship search service. 

With its database of 400,000. scholarships, 
Fastweb matches students with a list of scholarships 
they are most eligible to apply for, based on answers 
given on an on-line questionnaire. Students are given 
their own log-ins and can check the site daily for new 
award possibilities. :

An intensive two-day workshop on 
domestic violence, sponsored by 
Women Escaping a _ Violent 
Environment, will be held Nov. 17 and 
18 at 1900 K Street from 8:30 p.m. to 
5:30 p.m. 

The training includes teen and adult 
relationship violence, the impact of 
domestic violence on children, legal 
issues and appropriate intervention. 


“The training students get will be. 


invaluable,” said WEAVE spokesper- 
son Shireen Miles. “It’s entirely 
unique. No other campus or school in 
the area provides the same kind of 
training.” 

The training format consists of 
group discussion. and exercises, sur- 
vivor and abuser panels and presenta- 
tions from experts in the community. 

The cost for the event is $100 for 
students and non-profit attendees and 


$200 for all ‘others. The deadline to ' 


enroll for the training is Nov. 10. 

A separate orientation will be held 
prior to the training. The training is 
meant for anyone interested in becom- 
ing a volunteer or a student intern with 


WEAVE. Sessions will be held Nov. 
12 and 17 at the WEAVE center at 6:00 
p.m. 

After attending an orientation, com- 
munity members interested in volun- 
teering a minimum of four hours a 
week, must go through a selection 
process in order to be accepted to the 
training class. 

The training leads to statewide cer- 
tification for counselors of victims of 
domestic violence and sexual assault. 

There are no specific background 


requirements for applicants other than 


a willingness to learn. 

“Students volunteer to get experi- 
ence in diverse fields such as counsel- 
ing, law, medical and law enforce- 
ment,” said Miles. 

Positions include working directly 
with clients on WEAVE’s 24-hour cri- 
sis line, working with children at the 
shelter, or assisting with fundraising or 
clerical support. 

Volunteers fluent in a second lan- 
guage are especially encouraged to 
apply. 

Interested individuals should call

We all may have our own 
ideas concerning what people should 
do in the privacy of their own home, 
but no rational person would agree that 
the way in which Matthew Shepard 
was tortured, then killed, was a reason- 
able reaction to his sexual orientation. 

I ask you again: Where is your 
anger? Where is your rage? Across this 
country, people have been talking 
about Matthew’s murder and con- 
demning this senseless act of violence 
perpetrated against one of our own, 
against a college student who had only 
begun to question himself and his role 
within the world around him.

Debra Gravert is petite and polite — not exactly 
what most people expect from a candidate running 
for the hotly contested 10th Assembly District. The 
33-year-old Democratic candidate articulates her 
speech carefully, pausing to make sure the listener has 
absorbed every word. 

“My top priority as an assembly member will be 
the health of our educational system,” she said. 

She’s vying for the assembly seat vacated by 
Larry Bowler in a diverse district that covers south- 
east Sacramento and northern San Joaquin Counties, 
including the CSUS campus, Elk Grove and the La 
Riviera areas, 

Gravert grew up as one of six children on a dairy 


farm in Nicholus, a small community north of ~ 


Sacramento. She has worked as an assembly staffer 
for 12 years, stating out as a staffer with the Public 
Safety Committee. Gravert is currently the Chief of 
Staff to the chair of the Assembly Labor and 
Employment Committee, Dick Floyd. 


CFA moves 
closer to 
strike

The California Faculty Association 
representatives voted unanimously 
Oct. 9 to plan a series of job actions 
leading to a strike authorization to 
protest the lack of progress in contract 
negotiations with the California State 
University system. 

CSU Chancellor Charles Reed 
responded in a letter to the action by 
stating that striking is illegal under the 
current contract that was extended 
over the summer. 

At issue are the methods of deter- 
mining raises for faculty, with the CFA 
seeking to close the wage gap between 
CSU professors and those at compara- 
ble universities, according to a memo 
from CFA president Terry Jones. 

Negotiations between CSU and 
CFA resumed Monday. 


‘T’ve been working for the legislature for 12 years, 
and in the era of term limits, I think that my experi- 
ence will be an asset in the Assembly,” said Gravert 
in an interview after appearing on campus as part of 
AST’s Political Awareness week. 

She’s small and businesslike in person, and is 
excited to speak with students on campus. Gravert 
does have one complaint about CSUS, however. 

“Tt took me 20 minutes to find a parking spot,” she 
said. 

Gravert is a graduate of Heald Business College of 
Sacramento and talked of her concerns about educa- 
tion, mentioning her four-year-old daughter, Jordan, 
often. 

“By the time Jordan goes to college, I’m worried 
about whether my husband and I will be able to afford 
it,” she said. 

She goes on to explain her position on the fee 
increases levied on state college students in the last 
decade. 

“Legislators have been balancing the state budget 
on the backs of students in the UC and CSU system 
for years,” said Gravert. “I don’t think I could ever

vote for a student fee increase.” 

This is Gravert’s first time running for office. 
She’s running against Republican Anthony Pescettit, 
a valley businessman who will be featured in next 
week’s issue of the State Hornet, and faces voters 
who are equally divided between Democrats and 
Republicans. 

According to the Secretary of State’s Web site, 43 
percent of the voters in the district are Democrats and 
43 percent are Republicans. The district is considered 
to lean toward the conservative side of political 
issues. 

Along with issues in education, Gravert supports 
an increase in the minimum wage and advocates 
eight-hour workdays and overtime pay. She says she 
supports a reduction in the state sales tax and oppos- 
es Measure M, a measure on the ballot for 
Sacramento County that would increase the sales tax 
by .25 percent. Gravert also supports the death penal- 
ty. 

Gravert currently lives in Elk Grove with husband 
Michael, who is a State Capitol security agent, and 
daughter.

GRIFFIN: Always ready 
for class, loved blackjack

Griffin was also known as bicycling 
enthusiast. 

“Once he moved to Sacramento 
from Davis, I don’t think he bought a 
parking pass once. He rode his bike all 
the time,” Christopher said, even when 
he lived in the delta community of 
Bryte, a 26 mile round trip commute. 

A world traveler, Griffin spoke 
Spanish, German and Italian passably, 
Christopher said. 

“When he was at Davis, he also 
translated some Russian mathematics 
for a professor,” he said. 

Griffin received his baccalaureate 
degree from Portland State University, 
and his Masters from University of 
California. 

He wrote two books on blackjack, 
“The Theory of Blackjack” in 1979 
and “Extra: Stuff: Gambling 
Ramblings” in 1991, in order to dis- 
prove the mathematics of the systems 
designed to beat the dealer. 


“He did it primarily for the mathe- 
matics,” said Christopher. “His opinion 
was that none of these syStems really 
works. 
Students may recall Griffin as a 
tough teacher who was always pre- 
pared and never missed a class, 
Christopher said, but he was also a 


concerned one, who understood his job © 


was to make sure students learned. 

‘He was somewhat demanding, but 
still interested in their future,” he said. 

In a 1986 Sacramento Union article 
about his book, Griffin said his first 
love was teaching. 

Griffin’s colleagues will remember 
him as someone who stood for his 
principles and was not willing to com- 
promise on them, Christopher said. 
They will also recall Griffin’s razor 
sharp wit and unpretentious manner, he 
said, 

Griffin is survived by his wife, 
Lydia.

CSUS had a reversal 
of fortune Saturday night 
after they stunned the 
No. 16-ranked Cal State 
Northridge in, front of 
5,947 people. Those who 
attended the 
Homecoming battle 
between the Golden Gate 
teams of the Big Sky left 
with a sense of pride that 
reached full potential 
when players and fans 
alike sang the team fight 
song immediately after 
the game. 

No one was prepared 
for what happened. The 
Matadors entered the 
contest undefeated in 
league play until running 
back Charles Roberts 
and the Hornet defense 
did their impression of 
“The Running of the 
Bulls.” 

Roberts once again 
carried the load for the 
CSUS offense by tying 
the Hornet record for 
most rushing attempts in 
a game with 41. The 
record was held solely 
by running back Michael 
Stewart, who set the 
record during the 1995 
season. Roberts also had 
a career-high four touch- 
downs and 257 yards 
rushing, his third 200 - 
yard- plus game this 
year. 

“I just try to stay con- 
sistent and wear defens- 
es out as the game goes 
on. Most backs tire 
defenses out by going 
north and south. I tire 
defenses by maneuvering 
all over the place,” he 
said. 

Northridge coach Ron 
Ponciano knew Roberts 
was key to the Hornets’ 
success.

Graduate 
assistant Erin Saluta, who organized 
the intoxication demonstration, regrets 
that anyone got sick as a result of their 
participation in the event. 

“We were trying to make this as 

safe as possible and get the message 
across,” she said. 

All three participants were given 
the same field sobriety tests an intoxi- 
cated driver would receive on the 
roadside. Carter started after every- 
one’s first drink by having the partici- 
pants follow his finger with their eyes. 

“We look for a stagger or a 
bounce,” Carter said. “You can’t con- 

. trol that.” | 

Following the first check, Carter 
had Moll run through the rest of the 
* tests. Carter had her stand on one leg 
- with the other in front of her and count 
to 30, and then tested her hand-eye 
coordination. Afterwards, she was 
given a Breathalyzer test. After her 
first drink, she registered a .03 blood 
alcohol level. California’s legal limit 
for adults over the age of 21 is .08. 

Moll ended the day with a blood 
alcohol level of .11 and was hand- 
cuffed and placed into the back of 
-Carter’s cruiser, much the same way 
‘as any driver would with that blood 
alcohol level. Nozicka wound up with

a blood alcohol level of .15. 

Sober students didn’t have to watch 
the festivities idly. Carter brought a set 
of goggles intended to duplicate what 
someone sees at with a .16 blood alco- 
hol level. Several students, including 
freshman electronic electrical engi- 
neering major Cherilyn Martin, tried 
walking heel to toe with the goggles 
on. 

“It’s okay until you look down,” 
Martin said. 

Most students, including Martin, 
stumbled after three or four steps with 
the goggles. In a real sobriety test, the 
CHP makes drivers walk ten steps, 
Carter said. 

The fair was not limited to the 
intoxication demonstration. Students 
jousted, wiggled into sumo costumes, 
and climbed an artificial wall. The stu- 
dent health center, Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving, and other groups oper- 
ated booths providing information on 
substance abuse and sobriety. 

Rec Sports also sponsored a prize 
giveaway for students who pledged to 
be sober for National Collegiate 
Alcohol Awareness Week which ran 
from October 12-16. The Sacramento 
Monarchs donated a jersey signed by 
Ruthie Bolton-Holyfield.
